THORBURN’S 

POT-GROWN  STRAWBERRY 

PLANTS 

Pot-grown  are  more  expensive,  but  in  the  end  are 
cheaper  to  buy  than  ordinary  layer  plants.  There  is 
practically  no  danger  of  damage  in  transit,  as  the 
earth  is  securely  packed  around  the  roots  of  each  indi- 
vidual plant.  The  year  after  planting  the  ordinary 
layer  kind,  the  yield  is  only  a partial  one — whereas 
with  the  pot-grown  plants,  practically  a full  crop  is 
obtained  the  very  next  season.  An  important  point 
in  favor  of  the  pot-grown  is  that  transplanting  does  not 
regard  their  growth.  We  recommend  the  pot-grown 
plains  and  only  offer  varieties  that  are  considered  best 
of  existing  sorts. 

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

The  Strawberry  may  be  grown  to  perfection  on  any 
land  that  will  produce  a crop  of  potatoes,  corn,  peas 
or  other  vegetables.  Almost  any  soil  will  answer,  un- 
less it  be  dry  sand  or  an  undrained  bed  of  muck,  but 
the  best  results  are  obtained  from  a dark,  rich  loose 
loam  with  a clay  sub-soil,  well  tilled.  Strawberries 
should  rot  be  planted  on  newly  plowed  sod  ground, 
nor  in  land  that  wa+er  remains  on  after  rain.  Such 
land  bakes,  a^d  consequently  the  soil  is  coarse  and 
lumpy.  Usually  the  plants  will  continue  to  bear  for 
five  or  six  years,  but  the  first  and  second  crons  are 
generally  the  best.  Thus  it  is  the  custom  to  plow  up 
strawberry  beds  after  they  have  borne  from  one  to 
three  crops.  The  better  the  land  and  the  more  in- 
tensive the  cultivation,  the  shorter  the  rotation. 

The  plants  should  be  set  15  inches  apart  in  rows  4 
feet  apart;  100  plants  will  set  out  4 rows,  30  feet  long. 
For  horse  cultivation  they  should  be  set  2 feet  apart  in 
rows  5 feet  anart.  Firm  the  plants  well  in  the  soil, 
keep  thoroughly  cultivated  and  cut  off  all  runners.  In 
the  middle  of  December  cover  the  beds  to  a depth  of 
3 inches  with  salt  meadow  hay,  straw  or  leaves. 
April,  as  soon  as  they  show  an  indication  of  growth, 
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push  the  covering  away  from  the  plants  to  allow  them 
to  come  up  through.  1'his  “mulching”  protects  the 
plants  from  the  cold  in  winter  and  the  heat  in  summer, 
keeps  the  fruit  clean  and  prevents  the  growth  of  weeds. 

The  blossom  of  Strawberries  are  either  staminate 
(perfect  flowering),  or  are  destitute  of  stamens  and 
are  termed  pistillate  (imperfect  flowering).  Pistillate 
varieties  must  have  a row  of  some  perfect  flowered 
sort,  flowering  at  the  same  time,  planted  every  4 or  6 
feet  apart  from  them;  or,  better  still,  every  third  or 
fourth  plant  in  the  row,  to  pollenize  their  blossoms. 

Pot  plants  will  be  ready  for  delivery  early  in  July, 
and  if  set  out  any  time  before  the  middle  of  Septem- 
ber will  bear  a full  crop  next  season  under  ordinary 
favorable  conditions.  The  earlier  the  plants  are  set 
out  the  larger  they  will  grow  and  produce  larger  crops 
the  next  Spring.
